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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention.

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
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of the following is required: "an azimuth adjustment of the machine" as claimed in claims 
5 and 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the ground" in line 9. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Matsumoto et 
al. (JP 11-182409). 

Regarding claim 1, Matsumoto et al. disclose a wind power installation having a 
machine housing (31) fitted to a pylon including a rotor and a generator connected 
thereto (figure 1a-1b), comprising: 
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a flight light arrangement (1 ) which produces a light that being visible from a 
distance, includes a cover (figure 1 b) that prevents a substantially amount of light from 
the lighting arrangement from being seen from a ground in a region around the wind 
installation (see abstract). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matsumoto et al. (JP1 1-182409). 

Regarding claim 2, Matsumoto et al. disclose the instant claimed invention 
except for the region comprises an area of about 0 to 1000 m around the wind 
installation and a height of a bout 0 to 3 m. Matsumoto et al. disclose the cover of the 
lighting arrangement preventing the light being seen from the ground in the region and 
the wind installation being built stand-tall above the ground (figure 1), it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to prevent the light being seen from the ground in the area of 0 to1000 m and the height 
about 0 to 3 m, since it has been held that the provision of adjustability, where needed, 
involves only routine skill in the art. In re Stevens, 101 USPQ 284 (CCPA 1954). 
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9. Claims 3-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matsumoto et al. in view of Guerrero (US 5,980,069). 

Regarding claims 3-8, Matsumoto et al. disclose the instant claimed invention 
except for the cover comprises a plate located beneath and/or lateral of the lighting 
arrangement, parabolic configuration and the lighting arrangement disposed within the 
cover that prevents a substantially amount of light being scarcely visible at a distance 
about 0 to 1000 m. Guerrero teaches a tower mounted beacon lights for aircraft (48, 
50), wherein the lights having a parabolic cover/plate configuration (12) located beneath 
of the light and the light being disposed within the cover (see abstract and figure 2). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to use the aircraft warning light as taught by Guerrero in 
the system as disclosed by Matsumoto et al. for the purpose of preventing the light 
being seen from the ground within 0 to 1000 m around the wind installation. 

Regarding claims 9-18, refer to claims 1-8 above.
